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• INTRODUCTION , 

The Interim Manpower Projections Program, a cooperative project of the U. S. * 
'Deparrmenr of Labor, Manpowty Administration and Bureau of Labor Statistics, and the STtate 
Employment Security Agencies, provides industry and occupation employment projections on 
a comparable basis for the Nation, States and all Standard Metropolitan Statistical Areas 
(SMSA's) with a 1970 population of. 250,000 oc more. The purpose of the'program as con-

ceived by the Manpower Administration is outlined i(Vthe following three paragraphs. 

* There 'hai> lun^ be,en a recognized need for both current and projected information on 
occupational employment levels and i^tf^JstriaT staffing patterns, but the need for such occu- 
pational da.ta as expressed by manpower, ^'ftd vocational education planners has often been 
only partially filled. li!breovet^.the growing invplvement of national. State and local govern* 
ment in the effective and efficient utilization of the working-age po()ulation and the neces- 
sity for intelligent actioxi in ojdef to deal with possible future imbalances between the 
demand and supply of workers further demonstrates the essential need for reliable occupa- 
tional manpower information. , 

"Such legislation as the Employment Ac^lof 1946; the Vbc^wonaWEducation Act, as 
amended, and the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 1973 (CETA) cinpHasize 
th^ importance of information on^ future labor ilemand (i.e., manpower requirements) and labor 
supply in directing manpower training and vocational educational planning programs toward 
'^'those occupations which demonstrate definitive long range needs for properly trained workers. 

"To help meet the needs for manpower information, particul?ijrly on a local area basis 
^asjrjeqnifed iyfCETlA, the Interim Manpower Projections Program v^s designed to provide ^ 
detailed industry and occupationai employment ai)d manpower requirement projections for 
States a^d labor market areas for ji^e in the Fiscal Year 1975 planning cycle. Th^s informa- 
tion is also use'ful in helping to defermine'whrch occupations afford good opportunities for 
conducting manpower and vocational education training programs. The projections of future 
occupational manpower requirements for the Slates and their subdivisions will be especially 
valuable {or employqien^ counseling and vocational guidance purposes, for planning the 
establishment of ipanpovver and vocational education training facilities, and for the develop- 
ment of appropriate curricula for manpower and vocational edticatipn training programs."

$ome of the\technical aspects^of the project were dcfscribed in a status teport given 
by Dick Dempsey of »the National BLS office at the Fourth Annual Confefente NDf Research 
Directors of Employment Secjurity AgeJici^s held in Portland, Oregon, in September •19'tej|^ , 
Part of the report is quoted belowr-i^ tf^ - ' * . ) ' . ' 

"For those of you who aren*t familiar wii^d the two programs th,^t I am immediately 
involved in, one is the national-state matrix s'ysteVn'and the other this new industry projec- 
tion project. Hopefully we will bp producing projections of occupational employment 
requirements (or all of the states and metropolitan areas of ovrr ,250,000 by the end of this 
jrear. Now, Fd like to gi.ve a statiis report. Firswhe nation^il-state matrix system. We 



have received from ^11 the states their estimates of industrial employ meAt for the fuH 1,208 
cells for th^ir matrix. We put them all together and ^dded them up a'nd, lo and behold, they 
came up as, I thiAk, one-third of one percent different from total national emffloymept,' which * 
just surprised thniickens out of us. That, by the way, is atout 275,000, so it* s not a drop 
nmhe bucket. Of the 1,208 individual industries in the matrnt, onfy 24 of the sum total — 
«»tate totals - came to a figure that was more or less than 10 percent away from the nation^al ' 
figure, and-these arc relatively minor industries. We hav^ some particf^lar problems in 
agriculture and, I believe^ private education and a couple of r^earch sectors. '

"There "isn't any question now that we're going to have to bring these estimates into 
lin^^iekich 4he national totals and we'll be coming back to some of you sug^gesting or recom- 
men^Tn^^thSv^we^raake certain adjustments to your agriculture figures in particular', I think ^ 
in these cas^s where youteiei ^oti^ii^ve a better figiir*, you can plug it into your particular 
matrix at a later date. I think vVe can do this without any problem at alL The rtipor problems 
we'll just prorate and give you back the estimates. The national matrix that we rq going to 
Qsb as a constraint matrix ha^ been completed, it was fini'shed several weeks ago and is 
-presently available. "How big is it?" It's 201 industries by 427 occupations and 6 classes 
of worker categories, I multiplied it up and, lo and behold, it was 594,962 cells, al)out.90 
percent of which are zero, I might add. That'« still a lot of zeros'. 



"The next step in the process will be to bring.all of the states matrices into 'consist- 
ency^with th'c nationaT matrix, At^the moment wd are a little hung up on that particular step 
of the process sinc^ we're so deeply involved in <his projection project. If we do go ahead 
with it, we're thinking seriously of turning this particular problem over to Lawrence Berkeley 
lab. TheyTeemed intrigued by the whole idea, and their coijiputer is so enormous thaLthey 
can swallow this thing in one large gulp and spit it out, whereas the Bureau's computer or 
the Department's computer probably w^ould have to break it into a thousand pieces and do 
each separately. Now the remai^iing part of the state matrix package is the computer system. 
Since we;ve got the national matrix finished, the basiQ^ computer system 16 operational, it's 
completed andan out departmental computers. We have'^ draft (operating manual for our own 
in-hotise u&e, it's documented and they are just starting on the documentation for outside 
implementStion. We haven*t yet rewritten the programs- in order to fit the smaller computers; 
'that particular project 'is^delayed somewhat by this interim projection program. There is one 
jnodule. that isn't finished on the model but it's of no great consequence. /• 

"Now, the interim projection project that we. just embarked upon: A^you know, you"'ve 
received materials from us concerning setting up some data for running regressions. Since 
we don't h;aye all tht ends tied up on this program, you're going to be receiving, over the 'next 
few months, a number of comnjunic^tions. I think the next one will provide you with the 
formats for sending in- your final industry estimates. There w^tl be a seri^^s of these c^mmuni 
cations, that's the point } wanted to make. The national mat/^x for 1970 is completed. We 
-have a large staff of handbook ana^sts now working on the individual projections of these 
occupationlkl structures by industry/ This we-hope to be completed by the end of this month 
and in the, hands of the Berkeley^pepple for, the processing. ^ ' 



^. ,As most of you know, the death and retirement rate> by state h^ve already been com- 
pleted/ Many of you have them for your own partic-ular use. If there are some who don't and 
•wishythem, just^tontact our regiooal office and Tm s^re they'll be in contact with us for them.^

'The'Layrence Berkeley Lab, as you know, has be^ contracted by the Manpower 
Administration to provide our data processing services.^ They will havi a system Operating f 
out there very shortly, and hopefully, we will have alLof these data that you've been trans- / 
mitting to us back to you by the end af nextlweek/* We have a problem with the listings for f 
the metropolitan area*& of over a nrilfion regarding the baMc census, data that you need for / 
this project, since the listing progr4m isn't operational at Berkele)' yet, , We arf going to ^4t 
the data for^major^areas ba^ck and list them ourselves. You shoul/i be getting, those withii/ 
two weeks or so. ' ^ /% 

Now 4S for the state inputs, I must/say that your response -has been most encouragiftg*- 
in f^ot overwhelming. I've been digging in my. basket every morning and pulling out ^ites* of 
keypunch sheets, data that you^'ve been sending. We're going to have an awful wealth of 
historical. data Onjile someplace w4ien 4II of this gets run. J counted the .other day and some- 
thing like 40 states Have either already completed their pr-ojections or ha^e'^ent information to 
us. There ^re a few states that we haven't heard frgm yet. There has been virtually complete 
cooperation from the states. f . a 

^ **Before I shift gears, I must mention what we will ppobably be doing in the immediaJte 
future. One is that we'll want to recycle the projections utilizing your Individual matrices 
right away. I think the second thing we ought to do early next year is complete a 1973 
national matrix, then I think we should immediately"update all theiuSCate matrices to 1^73. 
We CQuld then follow tliis vj?ry shortly witb a 1975 national mattix. I would g«ess too that 
prol^ably by the end of next year we should have some guidelines established an^a system 
worked out for developing the sub-state areas' mgitrice*s."» 

' As mentioned in Mr. Dempsey's tallc quoteH' atove, the Manpower Administration. con- 
tracted with the Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory to provide da'ta processing services. These 
services included ;he production of three tables. The basic tables, containing unrounded

The tabUs were produced on the basis of a mechanical process and standardized data 
input andjequire caution in their interpretation and use. For instance, the occupational data 
derived in. the Interim Manpower Projections Program are based upon 1970 Census occupa- 
tional employment which have b^en projected to 1980 according to the industry employrtieat 
projections for i980 and estimated national staffing patterns changes from 1970 to 1980* 
Estimates of employment for 1975 and 1976 in tables 1, 2 and 3 are obtained by linear inter- 
polation of*1970 and 1980 data. The projection method^thus does not take into account 



cvtUcdl, seasonal, and such exogenous factors d$ sudden and large plant openings or clos- 
ing*;, MoreovSf, the fiaiional projection^ used in tl)e deyelopmtnt of the State and area 
projections do not reflect the potentially serious implications of the ''energy crisis'* and its 
effeu on future .employment. Alt-hough BLS Is presently reviewing this question, no conclu- 
sive? assessments are now available. Finally*, the method assumes that the labor market area 
covered is self-contained and generally cfevqid of significant levels of commuting and\

The Bure.i-y of Lal)or Stawstics' national ^st^mates for 1980 mention<?d*above are 
Included ui Appendix B^f this report. They are consistent with the 1985 projections 
published *in iMc December l9'73 \Monthly Labor Review . l\ The general assumptions on which 
the naViofv'al proje(^tions to 198Q and 1985 are based are condensed below. • ' ,f '^s

satisfactory balance between relatively low unemployment and relative price 
stability, permitti-ng achievement of the long-term-economic growth rate.

^ values placed on \|jork, edu'catTon, income, and leisure. 

4. ' Effo/ts ip solve major domestic prbblems' such as- those of air and water pollution, 

solid wa.ste disposal, urbar^ cotigestioif, inadequate indu-strial safety andjenergy 
shortages may consume more productive resources but will not have more than a

Population and Labor Force 7^ . > - i 

Gegrgia added an average of 64,646 persons to its population each year during.the 
1960*s jvith most of the gain being in the working-age population. Employment gfew at a 
faster rate than the population'during this period. As a, result, the long-term flow of out- ' 
migratioh'^as r'e versed and the labor force participation rate^lncreased. 

.Georgia population is expected to exceed 5,301,500 in 1980 after rising about 71,200 
annually duVing the 19*70's, according to projections prepared by the State Office of Planning 
and Budget, Half of tl\e gain of approximately 712,000 from 1970 will he in the 25-44 age 
group. Declining birth rates will cause the 5-14 age g/oup to actually drop during the 1970- 
80 decade, but other age groups are expected to record increases* ■ ^ , 

The civilian labor force is expected to expand 457,100 from 1970 to a totaTof 
2,32j[),400, assuming an unemployment rate of 4,0 percent in 1980, The labor force participa- 
tion rate for the civilian noninstitutional population I6 years old ^and*6vef.i6->«#pected to be 
64,9 percent in 1980, compared to 62.2 percent in 1970. 




Industry Erhploymcnt Trends - , 

Total employment increased by 40,680 jobs^ year for an annual gfowth rate of 2.6 

percent from I960 to 1970, The net gain of 406,800 jobs during the ten-yeap period boosted 

employment to an average of 1,787,300 iivi97d. Employment will continue to grow to 1980 s 

but^t a slower rate. Employment is expected to add 44,050 jobs a year from'1970.to 1980 

for an annual growth rate of 2.2 percent. .This would put the 1980 total at 2,227,800,

* All major industry divisions* added workers between I960 and t970 except agriculture, 

forestry and'fisheries which continued a long dpwntrend and lost 48,500 \vorkers. Annual 
growth r^tcs ranged from a low of 2,1 percent for'mining - the smallest m'ajor division -- to - ^ 
4.7 percent for public administratio^h. Because of the decline in agHculture, forestry and 
fisheries ai)d greater growth rates in most^ service-producing industries than in mining and 
•manufacturing, the propprtion of all employed workers who were employed in^goods-producing 
inSustrics dropped from 41.6 percent, in l960ao 37,6 percent in 1970. The trend will con- 
\inuV, and by 1980 only 36 of every ^100 workers wifl hie employed in goods-producing' 
industries, while 64 will be employed in services, " • . / ' , ' . . 

. Faci;^rics employed 25,^ percent of Georgians worl^crs in 19^60 with'flP*0 percent of all 
workers employed Sn durable goods' industries and 17,5 |^€rccnt in nondurable goods. Manu* 
facturing employment increased by 116,200 from I960 to 1970 with substantial changes , 
taking place in the industry mix. Lumber and wood products was the onlj^ major indusfry 
group to register a decline in this period, Anaual Jncrc-ascs during Ihe 1960-1970 span in the 
durable goods industries ranged frdrti 130 a ^ear.for furniture and fixtures to 2fl40 a year for 
transportation equi'p'ment (aircraft, automobiles, raifroad cars, mobile homes, ship and boat 
buildmg and Impair). Ipcrcases in nondurable goods industries ranged from only 110 a year 
in leather products to^ 1,510 in textile mill products and 2,250 in apparel.

Manufacturing employment is expected to shov, a net growth of 91,500 from 1970 to 
^1980 when 559,600 will be on factory jotjs. Jhe annual growth will be 9,150 |^bs,£r 1.8 per- 
cent a year, compared 't<| »tjie faster growth of 11,620 jobs and 2.9 percent during the 1960- 
19*^0 period. Transportation equipment, wjuch'had provided so much of the growth iij^ the 
early '60's, is expected lo d^clino* because of completion of defense related contracts in the 
aircraft industry. Textile em'ployment will gain at a slower rate than all employment. By 
1980 factory Employment's share of all' employment will have dropped to 25.1 perce^nt. dur- 
able goods industries* shaVe ,will be 8.8 percent of all employment. The proportion in 
nondurable goods industries will have de^rlined to l6.3 percent of all employment.

Occupotionol Employment Trends - ' . « 

o Industry changes durin^the I970^s will have a strong influerfce on occupations 
which ones wUl jgrow and which^will contract,, ^ack industry in the economy requires a 
specific -mix. of occupatii0fi^. *As industries reatt to dhange^ in final demand and in relati 
to each other, the relative importance of particular occupations also^changes.^

Beyond the effect o^^erindu^y relationships, industry occupational structures .are 
also affected by internaJ changes Vithin industries,' Just as technological advances that ^, 
.^increase worker productivity have| signif icantly'affected'employment and output, these 
advances significa*ntly affected tile occupational structure of the work force. As a result of 
iechnologi(;al innovations, new occupations hayg emetged^ others have expanded, contracted, 
«or even disappeared, and the conyent and skill requirements of a great many occuprifojis have 
been altered. But technology a/d final demand are not the only. factors affecting occupational 
shifts.y Changes carN>ccur.as ax^suit of revised work rules, new directions in governmental 
poficy, and sevfere shortages that force substitutions in the kinds of workers hired. 

Several long-term occupationaf trends -^^ are expecb^d to continue: , 

WhitC'Colior occupbtion^, the fastest growing occupational group over the past 30 years 
will continue in that mode. This group, which surpassed employment in blife-collar 
occupations in l9^iD, will account for almost half of all employed workers (47.9 percent) 
by 1980, Employment in' these occupations will rise from 705,000 in 1970 to 952,400 irf 
1980. ' ^ . • 

. Biue-coiior occupofionS y a slow-gro^\^ing occupational group, will account for slightly 
* more than one-third *(37. 7 percent) of employment in 1980. down from 39.2 percent in 

: 1970. Employment, however, will rise from 622,300 to /49,500 in 1980. Many occupa- 
t'lorfs within the group, particularly in the skilled^raft and foreman category, require » 
years of specialized training* ^ . / '

POPULATION AND CIVILIAN LABOR FORCE PROJECTIONS' 



Georgia's*popul^t|on is expected to inere^se abput "'1.200 annually from 1970 to reach *• 
a tocal of 5,301,53"' in 1980, according to projections prepared by the State Office of Planning 
and Budget. Abc^ut half of the gain is expected to occur among the group 25 to'^44 years old, 
,Tl^is group will gro\v from 24.4 percent of the population in 1970 to 27.9' percent in 1980. The 
grj6up 20 to 24 years old ^lil have 11 pepcent^of the growth and will increase its proportion^ 
from 91 to 9.3 perj:ent of the total. . 



Youth* 15 to 19 years old will increase 25,849 numerically .but the group will decline 
from 9.6 percent to ^,8 percent of the. population. Declining birth rates will cause the group 
5 to 15 years of age to decline 39,085 from 1970 to 912,150 hi 1980. This group^s proportion 
of the. total will decrease fiom 20.7 to 17.2 percent. Both* the number and the proportion of 
elderly persons,^y and over will increase.

Nationall). - during 1960-7^ women made up 60 percent of 
Hhe net increase in the labor force, between 19''2 and 1980. (hty irt projected to account for 
onl) 46 percent of new growth. This anticipated slowdown is attributable to,(l) the^ increase 

the 25 to 34 jear-old group, which has a lower labor force participation rate than the groups 
(under 25 and 35 to 54) which grew. most rapidly in the 1960's, and (2) th^ assumed halt in the4 
decline in women's krtilu\ rates, which implies that increased labqr force partic tpation . 
attributable to declining ferhlitv will not be as eVident oYer the coming years. , *. 

In the table showing projected* employment status ^to 1980, it has been assumed that 
Georgia and the nation will be expisriencing the effects of a business recession in 19^5 and 
19"'6 with full recover) by 1980. Georgia's assumed unemployment rates are 8.4 percent of tlie 
civilian labjor force in 1975, 8.3 m 1976 and 4^.0 in 1980. The emp%yment levels shown* are 
simple interpolations of the projected long-run enyployment trend. 

Georgia has onl\ recently been included among the states fqr which estimates of tht 
CIV ilian Koninstitutional population and employment status by .color, sex, and age are derived 
from the Current Population Survey fCPS). The only estimates published thus f^r ar,e the 1973 
annual averages which, follow . • *

Industry employment as presented here differs inironcepi from Aai in iht historical 
/ nonfarm wage and satary series that is published monthly^by this Agency and annually by the 
^ U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Stati^stics, in Employment and Earnings' States 

and Areas. The historical series includes only nOnagricultural wage and salgyy workers. 
The estimate>from which the 1980 projections were mado^ere developed from Georgia 
Employment Security records and were supplemented to include self-emplo.yed persons, 
% unpaid family workers, private household workers and persons with a job but not at work. 
The 19"^^ estimates vveje adjusted to exclude tht secontiary )ob of multiple job holders. The 
only comparable estimates for an earlier period are those fo^ I960 contained in Georgia Jobs 
^ for the Future, a report prepared by the Georgia Department of Labor, Employment Security 

Agency, which conrained'projections to 1975.^ 

Review of 1960-1974 Trends 

Employment rose in most nonfarm industries and fell in agriculture in the I960'sy The 
policy of the 'National Administration, follo\ting the 1960-61 recession, v,as to spur the eco- 
nom\. Even after activities in the Vietnam War were sharply stepped. up in*the mid-60'sr a 
^policy of both ''Guns and Butter'' was pursued. Demand for war materiel and consumer goods- 
and services rcjse. New manufacturing plants were built and existing plants were expanded 
in* an effo'rt t& n^jeet the demand. Employment in nonmanufacturing industries also rose. The* 
failure of the federal government to adequately finance the war effort through increased* 
taxation fed to inflation. * " . . • 

In late 1969 Georgia ^nd the nation entered a peripd of retarded ecpnpmic growth due 
to the windinfg down of the Vietnam War and the policies of the Nixon Administration and of 
» ' the Federal»Reser^e Sys^m designed to fight inflation. During this period of retarded growth, 

4 which lasted about two-and-a*half years, Georgia's noafarm employment, both total and for 

nonmanufacturing, continued up\^ard but at a much slower rate than the a'verage for the I960- 
''O decade^. Agricultural employment continued its long-term downtrend and manufacturing 
employment declined. Thp factory-Worker drop took place primarily in ordnance, the aircraft 
segment of transportation equipment, 9kid in textiles. These industries had ac(;ot{ntCid for y 
much of' manufacturing ^ain in the 60's. • ' 

A series of measures taken by the Administration and the Federal Reserve System to 
jDTitfg ab6ut recovery from the 1969-70 recession resulted in further gains in nonfarfn employ- 
ment with manufacturing again sharing in the rise. However, inflation Continued at increas- 
ing rates. In late. 1973, Arab^oil-projJucing states clamped an embargo against ncitidns'^thcy 
' considered friendly to Israel. Alth/ugh the embargo was later lifted, the threat that it will be 
, rcimposcd lingers.^ Both Arab and non-Arab oil-producing state's have also greatly jacked-up 
the price at'which they will sell oiUo the^ United States and' other countries. This helped to 
biang on what has been described as ''sfumpflation", a combination of deepening business 
decline side by side with relentlessly galloping inflation, i/

The most drdmatic change in industry employment in recent years has been the employ- 
,ment shift towards service-producing industries. Data in the 1940 Census showed that only 
aBout 4 in every 10 workers were in service industries, '^y 1950 the weight had shifted to 
just fcnder 5 in every 10 in service industries. In 19''0 more fhan 6 of every 10 of Georgia's 
1,787,350 employed workers were in'the service indy^ries^ , 



Employment in goods-producing^ industries slowed drasticall^ between 1940 and 1950 
and declined in I960 because sharp reductions in agriculture, forestry and fisheries more than 
offset increases in manufacturing, construction and mimH^. Trends in the various. goods- 
producing industries continued m the same direction betweien I960 and I97j^, but the group^ 
showed a gain of'98,600 workers bec^u^e the drop of 48,500 in agriculture, forestr;^and fish- 
eries was less than the increase of 14'!', 100 in ponagricultural goods -producing industries.

Employment projecjions to 1980 reflect additional changes expected in the industrial* 
composition of th£ economy^ The proportion of the i^al o( almost 2,227,800 employed in 
1980 that work in service-producing industries is expected to be*about 6.4 of* every 10 — or 
1,434,740. About 3.6 of every 10 workers or 795,010 — will be employed in goods- 
producing irndustries in 1980. * '

Chart 3 and Table 6 show average annual rate of change by ma)or sector from I960 to 
1970 and the projected rate from 1970 to 1980. All of the ma)or nonfarm sectprs shown are ^ 
expected to have smaller average^ growth rates than during the 196O-''0 decade except con- 
struction which IS projccred to show a higher rate. The rate of decline /or agriculture, 
forestry and fisheries is expected ip be less in the 1970-80 period. ^ 

—A discussion of pr^ected change fn employment le,vels W show.n in Table 6 follows. 
Employment is rounded/o ten's and percent change figures hav^e been rounded to whole num- 
bers. (See Appendix A for more detail for Georgia and Appendix B for national projections.) 

Goods-Producing Industries 

Agriculture/ f?brestry ond Fisherie^ . Employment is expected to c^minue^to decline, 
dropping by .18,400 or 22 percent to 66/^. The proportion of all employment will drop from 
4.8 percent in 1970 to 3.0. The national expectation is that d-ven though Vvorl^wid^. demand 
for this nation's agric^^ltural products will increase, the need for farm workers wrll decline^ 
because of rising productivity cfn farms. However, if less productive land is planteM because 
of the increased demand for foodstuffs and if there are shortages of fertilizer, insecticides 
and other agricultural chemicals and of truck "^nd tractor fuel as a result of an energy crisis, 
productivity could decline. The weather is another unknown factor in agricultural productivity. 

Mining. Employment has increased slightly during recent years, primarily in metal 
mining and m'nonmetallic mining and quarrying, but this has remained the smallest industry 
division in the state. Employment is expected to rise from 7,020 in 1970 to 8,150 in 1980. As 
a proportion of lotaKemployreent, mining'ls expected to remain at 0.4 per<:eftt. Future employ-^ 
ment growth will be limited by ihp increasing use of new and improved labo^-saving devices 
and techniques. .i^ . . . , ' • ' 



Construction . Employment 'is expected (o increase 41 percent to 158,570. Construc- 
tion's share of all employment is expected to rise from 6.3 percent to 7.1. Much of the 
increase will^be due to construction of transportation facilities and expansions of utilities. 
ProbabT^c The* most expensive project in the State's History is scheduled to start in the last 
half of this decade - the $XJ billion Metropolitan Atjanta Rapid Transit Authority's 50-mile 
rapid rail system. The MARTA construction is expected to result in the.generation of aa • 
much as S50 billion in new commercial and high-density residential construction in Fulton 
and DeKalb Counties. . ' 

Monufocturing . Manufacturing employment had supplanted agricultural employment as 
the largesMaiigle"^urce of jobs in" the State's economy by 1950, according to Census of 
Population data, and remained as *the biggest industry division in 1970. It will continue to 
grow but by 1980 will be surpassed by the services division, including domestics and health 
and educational services. Manpower requirements in manufacturing will increase at a slower 
pace, at l.ai>ercent a year, than that experienced during the 1960-70 period, chiefly because 
the increases m employment in the.'60's in-jndustries heavily oriented toward defense , 
(aircraft and parts, ordnance, etc.) are not expecfbd to continue at the same pace. Total 
manufacturing employment, however, will rise from 468,130 in 1970^ 559,590 in 1980. 
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As in the past, changes in employment in individual manufacturing industries are 
expected to vary. widely, depending on the impact of technology as well as shifts in ue.iiand.* 
The increasing application of technological innovations to manufacturing processes is * 
expected to continue to reduce uiyt labor requirements in manufacturing, ^^ajor technological 
"developments that will continue to limit growth in manufacturing^gjnployment include numeri-y 
cal control of machine tools, new metal processing methods, machinery improvements, 
improved materials handling (including layout), rtew'and improved raw materials and products, 
instrumentation and automatic controls, and electronic computers. * 

Emplq^ment in dOroble goods industries is expec.ted lo increase 2^ percent from 1970 
to 196,850 in 1980. The proportion of all workers employed in durable goods is expected to 
decline from 8.9 percent to 8.8. All major durable goods groups/except ordnance and trans- 
portation ecfuipment should record a 10-year employment gain. Ordnance has almost 
completely phased out since the United States be^came disengaged from the Vietnam War. 
Transportation equipment employment is expected to be down 4,840 by 1980 due to losses in 
\ aircraft manufacturing that took place in the early part of the Post-Vietnam Era, Ertploym^^rt^ 
in motor vehicle and mobile home manufacturing^^ expected to show substantial gains from 
1970 but the expected increases could be wiped out if energy shortages should be severe in 
the last half orthe 70*s. . ' ' 

^ . y ■ • 

. Nonduroble goods industries are expected to show an increase from 1970 of 54,090 or 
18 percent. AH major groups, except leather and leather products are expected to increase in 
this period. The greatest numerical increases are projected for food, textiles, appalrel, and 
rubber and miscellaneous plastjic products. At this writing, howevejr, the textile industry is ^ 
experiencing cutbacks because of less demand for floorcovering |iue to a depressed con- 
struction industry and because of shortages of manmade fibers due to'the energy crisis. The 
prospect for rubber and plastics could be dimmed also by shortage^ of petroleum and by 
pollution problems. ' / 



Service^Producing Industries

Tronsportption, CommunicotiorTs and Public Utilities. Employment in this industry 
division is expected to increase to 149.470 in 1980,, up from ll6,J50vin 1970. Its share of 
total employment is expected to rise from 6.$ percent in 1970 to 6,7 percent in 1980. Gains^ 
m 'local and interurban passenger transit, trucking and warehous-ing; air transportation; 
telephone communications, electric, gas and sanitary services and most other industries 
^ho^}d more than offset continued declines in railroads and telegraph and miscellaneous 
communications* 

^ 4 

Trode, Wholesale and retail trade, the second largest of the service industries^'^is 
mterwoven throughout the economic system in a network of wholesale and retail establish- 
ments. Trade employment changes are expected to parallel those^of.the whole economy. At 
481,680 in 1980, trade will be up 32 percent from 1970. Traders relative share of total 
employment will be up slightly - from 20.5 percent in 1970, to 21.6 percent, in 1980. \ 
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Wholesale trade employment will increase more rapidly than retail employment ' rising. 
35 pergent from 1970 to 136,460 in 1980. Employment in motor vehicles and automotive, 
^equipment, drugs and chemicals^ electric, hardware and plumbing goods, and machinery And 
equipment will be among the faster g;owing areas. The projection for motor vehicles 
• assumes, of course, there will be adequate supplies* of fuel to power vehicles. 

^ The antiC4pated expansion of retail trade is expected ta increase the need fti sales 

workers, while, ch^^ing techniques jn merchandising are expected to hold down some of the 
increase. Retail trade is expected to be up 30 percent from 1970 to 4, total of 345,220 in 
1980. The expansion will be most rapid in general merchandise stores and eating and ^ 
drinking places,^ ' . ^ ' * \ . • 

. Finance, Insurance and Real Estate. .Employment in these indtistries is expected to 

mcreise at a faster rate to 1980 th^n tot^l employment and to account for a Uightly larger 
share - 5.1 percent - in 1980 than in 1970. Employment will rise from 83,13|ltO 112,730. 
The fastest gains will be in finance, altjiough advancing automation wJjU eliitrinate some 
clerical functions in banking institutions. Insurance employment will be constrained some*; 
what'by the co^puteriz^^tion of recordkeeping functions but will continue to grow with the 
rising population. Real estate employment will also continue to ^row, it is little affected by 
technological advances but is highly responsive to the rising aumber of fahiily formations. 

Services. Employment in this heterogenous group of service ^industries, which 
includes personal, business, health and educational services, underwent a rapid expansion 
in the sixties and is expected to be somewhat slower in the seventies/ The growth rate 
would be higher if private households were not included. The service groUpwill still grow 
at a slightly faster rate than total employment despite an expected substantial decline in 
private householcfs. Employment in service industries vill rise from 445,490 in 1970 to 
563,700 in 1980. The service group's'^ share of all employment will increase from 24.9 
percent to 25. 3« \ 

♦ ^ 

The employment growth in the service industries will be related to a substantial . 
increase in populatipn, a rapid rise in personal disposable income, expanding economic 
activity, and a growing demand fy^ medical, educational and othet services. The' output of 
these labor-intensive industries is less affected by technological change than many other 
industries, hence their employment growth is not restrained very much by productivity 
advances. • \ * 

Within the services division, (employment is expected in all major industries except 
private households and motion picture theaters. Growth in hotels and lodging places is 
' expected to be particularly rapid, especially in Atlanta which has become one of the nation's 
leading convention cities and where a World Trade Center is to be constructed. Growth in 
business services also will be rapid^as firms lely increasingly on advertising services to 
sert^their products, on accounting, auditing, bookkeeping, and computing services to handle 
their recordkeeping, on contrac(firms t^ provide maintenance servic^; and on audit bureaus 
and collection agencies to cope\ith mushroomihg consumer credit. ^ \ 
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Public Ad ministration. (Gr-ernment^ workers engaged in activities uniqueMo govern-" 
ment are classified as public administration, those engaged In activities also carried on by 
private enterprises, such as construction, manufacturing, transportation,' medical and S 
educational services, etc., are classified in the appropriate industry.) 

Employment grew fa-ster in the sixties in public administration than' in any other major 
sector. From i960 to 1970 public adniinistration-employment grew 4.7 percent a year, 
c(/mpared to only 2.6 percent for total employment. Thcwsharp ri^e was stimulated by the 
needs of tJie Vietnam War as well as by thfe fapid growth iA population,'the increasing propor- 
tion of young and of^old persons who require more services, and the general growth in 
.demand for more and better government services. Now that the United Stated has disengaged 
its troops .from the Vietnam War; employment is expected to rise more^lawly. All levels of 
government will expand efforts tp meet. a variety of^aomestic needs, but State ^nd lodal 
government activity will grow relative to Federal activity. 

The total growth' in public administration for the 1970-80 period is expected to.be 
23,920 which will boost public administration employment to a level of 127,160. Employment 
among postal work«rs will rise .980 to 14,040 but other federal pubJic administration will 
decline 140 to 54,110. State public administration employment is expected to increase 3,640 
to 10,400. Local public administration employment is expected to expand by 19,440 from 
1970 to 44,130 in 1980. ^ . '

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EMPLOYME>JT BY OC.CUPATION 

Total employment for all occupations as sho^n in this section differs from rh^^total for 
all industries sho\^n in the preceding section because estimates for the t\^o categories were 
developed from different data sources. The 19^0 industry employment estimates were deve^ 
loped from Git^rgia' Employment Security records, supplemented to include self-employed, 
unpaid family and private household workers and'persons w a job but not at work, and 
adjusted to exclude the secondary job of multiple job holders. Actual occupational e|nploy- 
ment levels shown are thpse reported in the de<icQnial censuses of 19^0 and I960, excluding

1940 - 1970 Trends ,

Revised data from the 1940 and 1*950 censuses were published in I960 census volumes. 
The data in the I960 and 1970 census publications show consistent trends for two of the four 
n)ajor« occupational classifications, with white-collar workers increasing and^farih wprkers 
steadily declining as a proportion of all enfploymeot* White-collar worl^ers advanced frool 20,9 
percent in 1940 to 44.4 percent of all employment in 1*970. Farm workers decline(d from 34,4 
percent in 1940 to only 3-6 percent in 1970. Employment of blue-collar workers mcrfea^ed 
from 30.2 percent in 1^40 to*40.6 in I960, fhen declined. slightly to 39-2 })ercent in 1970 (the 
decline could have*' been due to under-reporting gf nonfarm labd^ers). Service workers, with 
divergent trends for private household workers and other service workers, see-sawed, The 
service percjentag^ dipped from 14.5 in 1940 to 12.4 in 1950, climbed to 14.6 in 1960,- and 
dropped back to 12.8 in 1970.

Most of the 1960-70 trends in the employment of white-collar, blue-collar, service, and 
faYm workers are expected^o continue to 1980, but some important changes willj occur in the 
mix of occupations within these broad categories, Technologica'l changes will- cause employ- 
ment to in<;rease in some occupations and to decrease in others. The spread of the computer 
will continue to be a notable example of rhis. Also, differences in industrial growth will 
boost some occupations (for example, those in the health field), while others grow more 
slowly than in the recent past (the educational field) and still others continue to decline 
relatively (farm and private household )obs). Another phenomenon, natijigal in scope, is a 
potcntiaTsupply that is greater than potential requirements for college graduates beginning 
m the late I970's in jobs traditionally held by these workers.

Many factors' ^ill cause changes in employment levels of major occupational groups 
and specific occupations. One of the greatest ^ill be variation in growth rates among 
industries. Each has a different occupational structure. For example, the healtli services 
industry employs mostly physicians, hurses, hospital attendants, and other health workers. 
A rapid growth in this industry would logically result in ra{)^d growth of health occupations. 

Another factor that affects occupational employment is changes in the occupational* 
structure within an* industry. These may be caused by technological innovations in 
machines or procedures^ As a result, individual occupations may expand or contract and 
new occupations often emerge. For example, the computer resulted in the emergence of pro- 
grammers, systems analysts, ^nd ^ompute^ operators but contribtned to the decline in 
relative importance pf payroll and inventory clerks and a variety of other clerical occupa- 
tions, ChdiTgusHn business operations, such as a shift to self-service in stores and supply- 
demand conditions in an occupation, can also alter the occupational structure of industries. 
For example, t c <i hnic ians have been substituted for engineers during periods of engineering 
shortages. 



Growt^i Among, White-Collar Groups 

Professional and technical . Employment growth in this major group will contir^ue to be 
faster than most, rising from 199,500 in 1970 to about 269,500 in 1980, This is more than one 
and one-third times the annual rate*of employment increases projected for all occupations . 
combined, (See Table 10). Despite this, the projected 1970-80 growth is slower than it was- 
between 1960^and 19''0. A major reason for this is the expected slowdown in the growth of 
jobs for elementary and secondary school teachers and engineers (which together accounted 
for about one-thrrd of alf profe^ssional workers jn 1970). Opportunities for teachers will slow 
because ^jrowrh in the aumber of pupils will moderate. The rate of increase in engineers' 
jobs, rapid in the 1960*s largely as a result of an exparnsion of the aerospace industry and 
increased research-and development, will be reduced because these activities are not expec- 
ted to have a cpmparable effect through the 1970's. 

Growth in demand for goods and services, resulting from population growth^and rising 
business amd personal incomfes, will continue to be a major reason underlying job growth 
among these highly traihed workers. As the population continues to concentrate i^metropo* 
htan areas, requirements are expected to increase for professional and technical workers in 
environmental protection, urban re/iewal, and mass transportation. Requirements for profes- 
sional workers also should increase because of continuing growth of research, in the natur^ 
and social sciences, althou'gh the rate of growth in these ^ctivities.^ a whole is likely to 
slow from the very rapid pace of the 1960*s. Demand for professional workers to develop 
and use com{Suter resouiKes also is expected to grow rapidly in the 1970-80 period. 



Managers and administrators . Employment growth, in this major group will be the fastest 
of all nfajor groups. Employment is projected to reach 202,100 in 1^80, up 60,500 from 1970. 
Thisfepresents an average increase of 3.6 percent, compared to 2^ for all employment, ajid 
is a much higher rate of growth than occurred during the 19^0-70 period. However, a large 
|>art of the future growth'reHectSi a catchup because Ijittle change in managerial aqd admini- V 
strative employment occurred in the late 60*s although total employment in<;;reased. 

Changes in business size and organization have caused the number of salaried . 
maJiage.rs to go up while numbers of self-employed managers have declined. Requirements 
fur ihc salaried are expected to continue to grow rapidly as industry and government increas- 
u\iil) depend on them. Technology will also contribute to their employment grpwth* For 
t v.unple, an increasing number of technically trained managers will be needed to administer 
research and development programs and to^'make decisions on tl^e installation and use of 
ai'^omated machinery and amomatic data processing systems. ^ 

By contrast, the nifmber of self-empjoyed managers (proprietors) are projected to 
cot4iinue to decline as the trend toward.larger^irms continues. The expansion of quick- 
vc 'v.ce gtocery stores, self-service laundries and drycleancrs, and hamburger and frozen 
custard drive-ins, however, is expected to slow the rate of decline.

Clericql warkerS. Employment in clerical jobs-is expected to grow faster. than total 
employment, rising to abou^t 330,400 in4980 from 249,700 in 1970. The rate of increase is 
higher than that expected in Wal employment. As T result, their share of total employment 
is expected to increase from r6.7 to 16.6. Nevertheless, the clerical rate of growth is 
slower than thaV during 1960-71 



Clerical workers, the larges^t pf the white-collar major occupational groups and- 
second only to operatives for all groups in 19.70, will be greatly affected by developments 
in computers, office equipment, and communication devices — all of which are expected to 
reta^rd tlie growth of employment for some clerical occupations and increase it for others, 
^or example, the use, of cqmputers and bookkeeping machines to handle routine, repetitive 
work expected to reduce the utilization of clerks in filing, payroll computation, inventory 
control, antj customer billing. On the 6ther hand, the number of clerical workers needed^^o 
prepare material for the computer is projected to increa^se greatly. * ^ i 
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^0 



Other types of clerical workers, however, are unlikely to be^ffected significantly, |)y 
technology. For example, secretaries, typists, and Receptionists and others whose tasks 
involve contact with the public shoiild not be greatly affected. ^ ' 

Soles workers. The anticipated expansion of trade is^^xpected to increase the need 
for sales workers, while- changing techniques in merchcLn'dising are expected to hold down 
some of the increase. Employment is projected to rise about ^6,200 from 1970 to 1980. The 
rate of increase, will be 2.8 percent per year compared to 2.3^p6rcent for all employment. As a 
result, their share of total empjoyment is expected to increase (0.4 percent*). As sjores remain 
open longer and expand 'into suburban areas, an increase in demand is expected for retail sales 
workers who account for more than half of all workers in the group, Hojviever, changes in 
gicrchandising techniques, such as increased use of self-service, checkout counters, and 
vending machines will retard the increase. " » 

Growth Among Blue-Collar Groups * ^ • 

Croftsmen ond kindred workers. Employment in these highly skilled bl^e-collar occupa- 
tions is expected to rise from •about 225,600 In 1970 to 288,200 in"l,980, a slower ratei)f 
growth than over the 1960-70 perjbd. Although demand during the current recession is down, 
it is expected to pick up in the late 70's due in part to construction of the Metropolitan 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Authority's rapid rail transportation system. Expansions in manufactu- 
ring also will account for part of the demand. 

Operotlves. More Georgia workers are in this group than irvany other. Employment of 
^operatives is projected to rise from 323.300 in 1970 to 376,700 in 1980, a much slower rate of 
irtcrease ^han that for total employment. Consequently, the proportion of operatives relative 
to total ehiployment is expected to slide downward about one-and-a-half percentage points by 
1980. This reflects rhe expected slowing do^ of the -growth rate irt manufacturing. About 
seven of every'ten semi-skilled workers in 1970 were employed as operatives in mjinafacturing. 
Large numbers were assemblers or inspectors, and many worked as operators of material- / 
moving equipment sue^h as powered forklift trucks. Among the operatives employed outside 
factories, drivers of trucks, buses^ and taxicabs made up the largest group. Through t^e pro- 
jected, period, sophisticated technological advances are expected to greatly slow employment 
growth for operatives. 

Nonform laborers. Employment requirements for laborers are expected to increase 
slowly between 1970 and 1980 despite the employment rise anticipated in manufacturing and 
construction, the two industries which employ llalf of laborers. \ 

Increases in demand for laborers are expected to be offset rpughly by rising output 
per worker resulting from the continuing substitution of machinery for manual labor. For 
example, power-driven equipment such as forklift trucks, derricks, cranes, hoists, and * 
conveyor belts will take over more of the handling of materials in factories^ at frej^t ter- 
minals, and in warehouses. Other poweryrive4i^machines will do excavating, Jitch digging, 
and.similat work. In addition, integrated system's for processing and handling materials and 
equipment will be installed in an increasing number of plants. ^ 
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, • • • Service Workers 

A, growing population, expanding business activity, increasing leisure tim^, and rising 
levef!Nof disposable personal income are the major factors underlying increased needs for 
service workers. These occupations encompass a wide variety of jobs and skills. They 
include such diverse jobs as FBI agent, policeman, beauty operator, and janitor. 

Employment of service workers is projected ^o rise from 203^400 Ii^l970 to 246,600 in 
1980, a somewhat slower rate of growth than that projected for total employment. JEmployment 
of private hoi^sehold workers, however, which make up a large part of this major g^oup, is 
projected to decline from 50,400 to 41,800. If private household workers are excluded from the 
calculations, service workers show a faster average annual rate of growth than total employ- 
ment (2.9 percctnt compared to 2.3)' » *" 

Farm Workers 

These woricers are expected to decline nearly one-third (^onj 57,100 in 1970 to 39,500 
in 1^80). ^Their share of total emplpy^'hl t^is ^^pected to drop from 3 6 percent in 1970 to 2.0. 
The annual rate of decline, however, is expected to be somewhat less .thg^n thed960-70 rate 
(3.6 percent compafed to 6.6 percent in the egirlier decade). 
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^ ' Declining needs for farm workers continue to be related to rising productivity on farms* 
Improved machinery, fertilizers, seeds, and^feed will permit farmers to increase output with 
fewer employees. For example^ improved mechanical harvesters for vegetables and fruits will 
decrease thG*need for seasonal or other hired labor. Developments in^cking, inspection, 
and^sorting systems for fruits, vegetables, and other farm products also will reduce employ- 
mentlrequirements. ^ (An Unknown factor is the effect of potential shortages of fertilizers and 
fuel If th^energy crisis is QOt solved. Also, if the use of chemical insecticides and herbi- 
cides' are restricted because of federal anti-pollution restricti9ns, productivity could decline.) 

Conversion To I>OT and Vocational ^

Projections of growth of occupations provide only partial insight into the story of future 
manpower requirements* Of equal (if not greater) importance is the demand for new workers 
created by the necessity of replacing workers who retire or die. Over the- 1970-80 pe>iod more 
than one-and-a-half times as mdny openings will result from replacements as from growth. 
Almost 1,050,000 openings w^ill occur due to occupadonal growth and replacement needs dur-

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INTERPOLATED. EMPLOYMENT BY INDUSTRY AND OCCUPATION, 
1975 AND 1976, AND ANNUAL AVERAGE JOB OPENINGS 

One of the purposes of the Interim Manpower Projections Program is to provide man- 
power and vocatronal education planners with detailed industry and occupational employment 
■ and manpower requirenfent projections for use in the Fiscal Year 1975 planning cycle. 
Accordingly, we are presenti^lg summary tables here, with greater detail in Appendix A, of 
employment by industry and occupation for 1975 with change to 1976 and 1980 and average 
anniial job openings. 

. Because the nation is in a recession at' the time of this writing, the warning th^t 
appears in the Introduction is'repeated here. Caution should be used in the interpretation 
and. use of the projections in this section. Estimates of employment for 1975 and 1976 were 
obtained by linear interpolation,of 1970 and 1980 data, . The projections method thus does 
not take into account cyclical, seasonal, and suc^ exogenous factors as sudden and large 
plant openings or closings. Moreover, the national projections used in the development of 
state projections do not reflect the potentially serious impliration«= of the "energy crisis** 
.and its effeot on future employment. \ 

No analysis is presented of the 1975 and 197$ employment data because they are 
simple interpolations. As mentioned previously, total employment for all industries is^ 
different from the total for all occupations because they ^re derived from different data 
sources. 

* Replacement demand (openings due to separations from the labor force because of 
death or retirement for various reasons) are average data, therefore, if data for replacements 
are needed for the full 10-year (1970-80 period), the averages should be multiplied by 10. 
If rteeded for 5 years, multiply the averages by 5. , '

The estimates and projections in this report are the product of a /Cooperative Federal- 
State effort funded by the U'.S. Department of Labor, Manpower Administration (MA). The 
• Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) was responsible for planning, design, and-technical coordi- 
nation of the program. The MA, in consultation with BLS, was responsible for providing ^n 
outside contractor (Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory) to process input s-ubmitted by, the States. 

Working under guidelines furnished by BLS, the Georgia^Department of Lg^bor, 
Employment Security Agency, furnished data inputs on 1970 industry employment by class of 
worker in the detail ivquirc^d for the National Industry Occupational Matrix., The §tate 
Ageni^y aflso, furnished a historical series of noh'a^ricultural wage and salary employment 
estimates which was regressed against national projections to produci^ State wdge and 
' salary projections. After review by the State Agency, the wage and salary projections were 
incorporated into projections of total employment by industry. The 1980 industry projectipns 

were then applied, through the use of the computer^ to Georgia\s 19^0 Census occupational 
' employment levels to producs 1980 employment projectioris. 

In addition to the long-term projections, the Georgia Agency was furnished compuier- • 
processed interpolations for 1975 and 1976 of the 1970-80 trend in industr; and occupational 
employment and a tabulation of average annual job openings by occupation.

why ihp 1 974-75 edition of the Occupa- 
tioqal Outlook Handbook can be a valu- 
ableSaid to the young job seeker. It de- 
scribes in detail many of the important 
criteria in picking a career — nature of 
the work, Iraininjj requirernents, earn- 
ings, working conditions, places of emp- 
loynr^rrt. and employment outlook. The 
"Occupational Outlook Handbook in ? 
Brief"' IS a summary of one important 
aspect of job evaluation — the employ- 
ment outlook.

The Economy in 1985. The Bureau of 
Labor Mausityi^ estimates that ciround 
101.5 nulliuh workers will be employed 
in hundreds of different occupations by 
1983, a 24 percent mcrease over 1972. 
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While employfueni prospects will be as 
varied as the jobs themselves, definite 
Overall patterns of opportunity will 
emerge, White-colldr occupations — in 
eluding professional, technical, manage 
rial, clerical, and sales — in general will 
grow t[ie fastest Throughout recent 
years, whit^^collat workers haiVe con- 
tinuously increased their proportion of 
touji employment This trend is expected 
to continue, although growth will, not be 
as rapid as it was during the 1960 s *^ 

Employment of.crafl workers,, opera- 
tives, and nonfdrm faborers, commonly 
known as blu6-coUar workers, is ex- 
pected to increase through the mid- 
I980's but at a much <ilower rate than, 
that of white-collar workers. Employ 
ment in the service occupations, which 
inclucfe a variety of diverse jobs such as 
FBI agent, police officer, beauty opera- 
tor, and janifor, is expected to irjcrease 
slightly faster than that of blue-<oliar 
workers. The number of farm laborers is 
expect^ to decline by liearly one-^half. 

The overall 1 985 emptoynr>ent piqture 
and the individual occupational prpjcc- 
tions developed by tl^e Bureau of I^?lx)r 
Statistics are based on a set of assump- 
tions about the status of the country in 
the mid-1 9801s. The' assumptions are 
that ' . ^ 

^High levels of employmeril and 
manpower utilisation will prevail 
in the mid-1980' s, 

-*No major events such as energy 
shortages that are'of long^ duration 
or are >videspread will alter sub- 
Stanlially the rate of economic 
giowth. Although energy shortu^es 
were being experienced as the 
f handbook went to press, no con 
elusive assessments could be made 
of the ma{?nitude nor, duration of 
the shortages nor their long-run ef- 
fect on employment as a fadu 



either stimulating or restricting em- 
ployment opportunities in .specific 
' industries or occupations. *Future 
editions of the Handbook and the 
, Occupational Outlook Quarterly ^ 
will incorporate the significant 
findings of special studies arxi re- 
ports in this area, 

— Economit, social^ and educational 
trends will continue according to 
recent patterns, 

— Scientific and technolog^al ad- 
vances will continue at about «he 
same rate as they h^ m recent 
years, and / 

—The United States will not be en- 
^ gaged in a war, but that there will 
be no substantial cutbacks in the 
defense budget from its present 
level. • 

Employment^ Prospects. Many of the 
statements on employment outlook in 
the "Occupational Outlook HarKjbook 
)n Brief" are explained in terms <5f total 
employment growth. To distinguish* the 
degcee of expansion or decline between 
one occqpation and another, vyords de- 
scribing growth, are used — liltle or no 
change^slow, moderate,, rapid, or very 
rapid increase or decrease.' Betweers Kvp 
occupations with approximately equal, 
nurrtbers of workeVs, the faster growing 
one will generally offer the better erfi- 
ployment possibilities. However, a large 
occupation with a slow growth rate gen- 
erally offers more openings than a 
smaller, faster growing occupation be- 
cause there are more deaths and retire- 
ments. For example, projections indicate 
that the number of those employed as 
actuaries should irKrease by about 60 
percent from 1 972 to 1 985— from 5,500 
to 9,000. Estimated openings will be 500 
^ each year— 300 from growth and 200 
frorn deaths and retirements. The num- 
ber of telephone operators, on the other 
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hand, is expected to increase by only 1 
percent, lo 232,000 However, many 
more annual openings will occur— 
1 5 800 for workers lo replace those w ho 
die, retire, or leave the labor force for 
family or olKer reasons but only 200 
from growth For this occupation, the 
need for replacements is actually a much 
more important factor in the numljer of 
openings than grov^h For the economy 
as a whole, about twice as many open- 
ings will result from replacements as 
from growth during the 1 972-85 period. 
(See chart) , 

The number of people who mov^ 
from one occupation to another are ndt 
included in the figure for annual open 
ings in each occupation. Such transfers, 
however, can account for a significant 
number of job openings sothla the totals 
could be well above those presertted m 
this article. 

Whenever possible, another factor is 
described in tKiToutlook analysis— th/e 
competitiveness for positions. This con- 



sideration usually is limited to those in 
the professional and technical fields, 
where some information can be gath- 
er^ (1) about the number of qualified 
entrants to the field or (2) about those 
jobs where past trends would indicate a 
confinu.il Overabundance'or shortage of 
applicants. If the statement indicates that 
there is an "excellent outlook," this gen- 
erally means that there would be more 
positions than qualified applicants and 
entry^into the field would be jelatively, 
easy, based on cun-ent trends in the work 
and study patterns of young p^ple. 
"Keen competition" .would reflect the 
opposite situation. For example, al- 
though thousands of openings will anse 
each year for teachers, trends m the 
number of persons taking training and 
entering thiS field of work indicate that, if 
these trends continue, competition for 
teaching positions will be very severe. 
Cluster Groupings. The occupations in 
the brief are grouped by related jobs into 
13 clusters. These groupings enable 



young people interested in a broad field 
to locate easily the employment pros- 
pects for a large number of related 
specific occupations. For example^ a 
young person interested in a health ca- 
reer can find information about 35 occu- 
pations.in this field having different edu- 
cational and training requirements. 

The bnef, however, does not contain 
information about some major indus- 
tnes, such as restaurants and the atomic 
energy field. Material about such indus- 
tries can be found in the Occupational 
Outlook Handbook. 

The Handbook. The 1 974-75 edition of 
the Occupat/ona/ Outlook Tiandbook 
includes mfomiation about 850 occupa- 
tions and more than 30 industries. 
Copies of the Handbook usually are 
available in scltool counselors offices and 
in school and public libraries. The vol- 
ume may also be purchased for $^.85 a 
copy from regional offices of the Bureau 
of Labor Stati^ics, listed on the inside 
front cover of this issue.

The first three digits of the DOT code arrange jobs 
according to some combination of work field, purpose, 
nuterial, product, service, subject matter, gcnefic term, 
and/or industry.

All 
of the vocational education and DOT codcssKown in the 
table are contained ia the TMN occupational title 
(Census code 414); 

Ranking by employment Both the vocational education 
program codes and titles and the DOT codes and titles 
are listed in the conversion table in order of their 
percentage contribution to the total estimated employ* 
ment^ln the TMN occupational title. For e^eh TMN 
occupational title, the related DOT and vocational 
education codes are ranked vertically m -their respective 
^^olumns, so that the code that appears first jcontnbutes a 
'^^i^'cly greater amount to the total estimated 
employment in that occupational title. 

The listing of codes and titles in order of their , 
percentage 'fcontribution to loUl estimated employment 
provides the vocational education administrator with 
some rough notion of the relative Importahce to be . 
attached to th^ various instructional progjrams and t|iejr 
job content. For example, m the illustration above,.the 
planner is informed that wqrkers in occupations for 
which Xompp;5itwn, makeup. 4md typesetting** trains 
students are relatively more numerous in that" matrix 
title than workers in occupations for which 'Trintihg 
press odbupations*' trains ^students. In addition, the 
ranking indicates that (Tompositors arc Relatively more ..^ 
numerous in **C6mposition,jmakeup, and typesetting** 
than job printers and linotype operators. Planners should 
be cautioned, however, that they cannot make compari* 
sons between jdf titles in different programs. For exam* • 
pie, the table floes riot show that linotype operators are 
more numerous than offsct^pressmen. Job titles and 
codes are ranke|d by percentage contribution lo esti- 
mated total employment in. the' matrix ,ti^lc only for - 
"purposes uf comparison witlun an inslnictional piogram. 
. Only those ^ titles and codes that are estimated to 
Include 5 percent or inore of the .employment .in the 
related matrix occupational title are listed in the table. '

Tlie source of data for the rankings was^a.specialt 
tabulatwn from a sample household enumeration 
conducted in Oclobar 1966 by the Bureau of the Census 
as part of its' regular Current Population Survey (CPS).^ V 
Industry entries from the survey of 35,000 househ(rfds 
were coded to the Census occupational classification by 
Census personnel and into the DOT clasaflcation by ' 
experts cf the employment §cr\ace. The 196ff CPS has 
some shortcomings, but it was used b^ause it was Uie 
only source of estimated DOT employment in the 

Census. 

A major probiem is ihat^'the schedules of the C?S 
include only limite^^jdata on the ,charapteristics pt a 
worker*s job and the industry of employment. II is clear 
that in many cases the employment service eoders had to 
exercise a consideraljlc amount of jud^cnt In allocating 
jobs to the very detailed DOT code structure. Fpr 
example, the job title Offset-pressman is only listed in 
Census code 512 in the 196Q Census Classified Index of^ 
Occupations and Industries, but* the T&OT code 
(651.782) was assigned* to four Census codes (503, 
f'hotengravers and lithographers; 512; PrcssmeA and 
plate printers; 414, Cqmpositorsy and ' tyi>esetter|; W, 
Operatives and kindred workers not elsewhere classified)

While $ome of the vocational education programs^are 
for*clus%s of jobs and applicablcj^to a number^ of TMN 
occupatidnartitleJf, others are not broad enough to 
match the TMN occupational *tit]y. These titles tend to 
be for jobs whose skills may.be taught .as part of the 
subject matter of several instructional programs. FOr 
example, there is no single vocational program for

(For* example, the skill 
requirements for all jobs in the TMN title worken 
are quite similar, and'tlie training for these jobs appears 
to be different only insofar as it is aimed at different 
products and industries J Since many of the vocational 
education training programs are buried in the residuals, 
the matrix cannot be used to make projections for 
individual vocational educiition programs. Moreover, the 
many jobs, included in the residual may have widely 
differing growth rates and one* over all projection would 
be of limited value to planners.

of vocational codes are too broad, or tODjspecdic^ to_

Nmlod improvem#nts 

Several ' improvements aic needed if occupational - 
requirements informatio^ is ever to be perfectly 
matched with enrolment data by vocational education 
program, ki the short run, TMN data could be matched* 
with enrollments if there weie a more reliable measure 
of the relative importance of the instructional programs. 
If sonie measure were available, education^ plarmers 
could sum the {wrcentage that each instilictional 
program represents of each TMN occupational title ij[Uo 
an inddx of the, projected manpower needs oy
